(ii) niominetly noticeable weft bar dug to the 
difference in raw material, count, twist lusturc, 
colour, shade or pick spaeking of adjacent 
groups of weft yarn; 

(iii) more than two adjacent ends running parallel 
broken or mssing and extending beyond 15 
cm; 

(iv) prominent selvedge defect; 

(v) prominently noticeable warp or welt float; 

(vi) Prominently noticeable and unwashable oil or 
other stain; 

(vii) prominently noticeable oily wefl; 

(viii) prominently noticeable slubs or slubby weft; 

(ix) conspicuous broken pattern; 

(x) wrong heading; 

(xi) gout due to foreign matter usually lint or 
waste woven-in; 

(xii) defective hemming or stitching extending 
over 5 cm. in length; 

(xiii) blurred or dark patch; 

(xiv) patchy or streaky or uneven ayeing; 

(xv) dye bar; 

(xvi) printing defect caused by non-alignment or 
printing screen or roll; 

(xvii) uneven printing or tinting; 

(xviii) prominent printing defect caused by banging 
thread; 


(xx) bad printing or dyeing on selvedge mainly due 
to selvedge crease;

(c) "material” means mill-made or powerloom collon 
made-up bed-sheets, bed-covers or bed-spreads, but 
does not include sub-standard material;

(i) more than one adjacent end missing and run- 
ning throughout the piece or more than three 
ends missing at a place ind running over 69 
cm. or prominently noticeable double ends 
running throughout the piece; 

(ii) undressed snarls noticeable throughout (he 
piece; 

(iii) smash definitely rupturing the texture; 

(iv) noticeable hole, out or tear; 

(v) defective or damaged selvedge throughout the 
piece; 

(vi) absence of heading where heading is required. 

(g) “sub-standard materials” means defective material 
which are clearly marked on ihe individual retail 
pieces or packets (wherever olher markings are 
made) with the word “sub-standard” in full and 
not by any abbreviation or other code, 

3. OFFERING OF MATERIAL FOR INSPECTION: — , 
(I) The manufacturer or exporter, as the ease may be, 
shall be responsible for carrying out inspection of the 
material prior to offering the same for inspection so as to 
eliminate any material which is not upto Ihc required stand- 
ard and to rectify the rectifiable defects such as loose 
threads, snarls, removable slains, etc, 

(2) The prc-inspected material shall be offered for ins- 
pection either in loose or packed condition in a well-lighted 
shed, 

(3) The manufacturer or exporter, as the case may be, 
shall apply for nspeclion in the proforma as may be specified 
by the Committee from time to time. 

4, INSPECTION CRITERIA (1) The inspection of 
the material shall be both with reference to the following 
specifications and flaws, namely : — 

(i) the material shall be inspected according to the 
requirements of the foreign buyer in respect of 
specification particulars stipulated in the contract 
or specification particulars governing the quality 
number mentioned in the contract; 

(ii) where the specification particulars are not stipulat- 
ed but the contract is with reference to shipment 
sample, the material shall be inspected on the 
basis of such sample. 

(2) In the case of dyed, printed or coloured woven mate- 
ral, there will be no inspection or test for colour fastness 
unless tho buyer expressly specifies the standards for colour 
fastness required. 

(3) In the case of foreign buyer nominating other private 
agency to inspect material before shipment, the material may 
not be reinspected by the Committee, provided that — 

(i) the quality standards of the foreign buyer are more 
stringent than minimum quality standards laid 
down by the Committee; 

(ii) (he standards and methods or inspection employed 
by the said private agency arc acceptable to the 
Committee. 

(4) In case of purchnse by n foreign Government Agency, 
if the representative of that agency inspects the mirterial 
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before shipment and is satisfied with its quality, the material 
may not be re-inspected by the Committee, provided a certi- 
ficate to that effect from that representative is produced, 
consignment-wise to the Committee. 

5a SAMPLING FOR INSPECTION (1) When the 
material is offered in loose condition : 

(u) the Inspector shall select at random 5% ol the 
total number of units offered for inspection subject 
to a minimum of 10 and a maximum of 100 units 
for inspection for quality, viz.; presence of weaving 
and other flaws; 

(b) 10 units out of those selected for detailed inspection 
shall be examined for construction particulars such 
as ends and picks per inch, length, width and 
weight per piece. 

(2) When the material is offered in packed condition : 

(a) the inspector shall select at random one bale or 
case out of every five bales or cases or part thereof 
offered for inspection subject to a maximum of five 
bales or cases per lot; 

(b) from out of the bales or cases opened for inspec- 
tion, the Inspector shall select at random 5% of 
the total number of units offered for inspection 
subject to a minimum of 10 and a maximum ot 
100 units for inspection for quality viz., presence 
of weaving and other flaws; 

(c) 10 units out of those selected for detailed inspection 
shall be examined for construction particulars, such 
as ends and picks per inch, length, width and weight 
per piece. 

6. DRAWING OF SAMPLES FOR TEST.— A minimum of 
one sample of 0.9 metre full width for every lot shall be drawn 
for laboratory tests. 

7. REJECTION CRITERIA— The lot shall be rejected for

(b) if the sample contains more than one serious flaw ; 
Provided that if only one serious Haw is seen tn 
the sample selected, a second sample of the same 
size shall be drawn and inspected for serious flaws 
only and if another serious flaw is observed in the 
second sample, the lot shall stand rejected; 

(c) if the average of the findings of the sample selected 
and examined for counts, constiuction or dimen- 
sional particulars is unacceptable;

S.R.O. CR/Byc-Laws/78, — WFIEREAS the draft of bye- 
laws for i emulating the control of Rickshaws plying for hire 
or kept for private use and the grant of licences to proprie- 
tors or drivers ol such Rickshaws in the Cantonment of 
Babina was published with tho Cantonment Board’s Notice 
No, CR/Bye-laws/1182, dated the 8lh September 1977 as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till 
the 7th October 1977; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put on the Canton- 
ment Notice Board on the 8th September, 1977; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions wore 
received fiom the public by the Cantonment Hoard before 
the said dale; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws, as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act; 


NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clauses (25), (26) and (27) of section 282 and section 
283 of the said Act, the Cantonment Board, Babina hereby 
makes the following bye-laws namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws 
may be called the Babina Cantonment (Regulation 
and control of Plying and Licensing Rickshaws) bye- 
laws, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these bye-laws, unless the context 
otherwise requiries ; — 

(a) “Cantonment” means the Cantonment of Babina; 

(b) “driver” means the person who propels a rick- 
shaw; 

(c) “rickshaw" means a tricycle of a special type pro- 
pelled by human labour for carrying passengers. 

3. Licensing Authority.— The Executive Officer shall bo 
the Licensing Officer, and any official not below the 
rank of Revenue Inspeclor authorised by the Board 
shall act as Licensing Inspector for the purposes of 
these bye-laws. 

4. Rest/ lotion on keeping rickshaw for private use with- 
out licence. — No person shall keep any rickshaw for 
private use or permit any rickshaw of which he is the 
proprietor to ply for hire within the limits of the 
Cantonment except under a licence granted in this 
behalf by the Licensing Officer. 

5. Rates of fee for rickshaw plying. — A licence refeired 
to in bye-law 4 shall be issued by the Licensing 
Officer, in Form A annexed hereto on an application 
made by the proprietor of such rickshaw and on pay- 
ment of a fee as under : — 

Rates of fee 

For a rickshaw plying for hire — 

(i) Per quarter of the year or part of the quarter 
Rs. 10/- 

(ii) For 12 months Rs. 35/- 
For a rickshaw plying for private use — 

(i) Per quarter of the year or part of tho quarter 
Rs. 6/- 

(ii) For 12 months Rs, 20/- 

6. Conditions' for issuing Licences. — No licence shall be 
issued until the rickshaw has been approved by the 
Cantonment Board as complying wilh the following 
conditions namely : — 

(a) that it is not more than 0.45 Metre in width in 
case of single seated rickshaw, or 0.75 Metro in 
case of double seated rickshaw; 

(b) that the licensee shall keep the rickshaw dean and 
in good repair; 

(c) that it is provided with (i) a lamp (ii) a bell 

(iii) solid rubber tyres or pneumatic tyres, as the 
case may be : and (iv) a leather or canvas hood 
and leather cushions; 

(d) that the licensee shall not carry or permit to be 
carried in the rickshaw more persons than the 
number specified in byc-law 8; 

(e) that the licensee shall not permit any peison to 
draw or propel the rickshaw who has not been 
licensed for such purpose under bye-law 10; 

(f) that the licensee shall not demand charges in 
excess of tho maximum charges specified in the 
Schedule annexed hereto; 

(g) that the licensee shall hire the rickshaw together 
with a driver to draw or propel it, to any person 
demanding it at any time of ihc day or night; 

(h) that the licensee shall cause to be affixed to the 
rickshaw in a conspicuous place the licence gran- 
ted in respect of such rickshaw and a copy of the 
authorised tabic of fares printed in English and 
Hindi; 
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11. Condition c for chawing or propelling licensed tick - 
sltaw.—A licence to diaw or propel a licensed rick- 
shaw for hire, shall he subject to the following condi- 
tions, namely : — 


(i) that if the licensee carries or permits to be carried 
in the rickshaw any person who is suffering front 
any infectious or contagious disease, or the corpse 
of any person who has died of such disease, he 
shall immediately after termination of his engage- 
ment for such purpose given intimation of the fact 
to the Executive Officer, and shall not subsequen- 
tly carry any other passengers in such rickshaw 
whether for hire or otherwise until such rickshaw 
has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the said 
Officer and he has granted a certificate stating 
that it cun be used without causing risk of infec- 
tion; 

(jl that the licensee shall immediately cause to be 
returned to the proprietor if known, or to be 
deposited at the nearest Police Station any pro- 
perty found left in the rickshaw; 

(k) that the licensee shall for the purpose of inspec- 
tion permit the Licensing Officer or Licensing 
Inspector, to enter upon the premises where any 
rickshaw is kept; 

(l) that the licensee shall produce or cause to be 
produced for inspection «any licensed rickshaw 
whenever required to do so by the Licensing 
Officer or Licensing Inspector; 

(m) that for the breach of any of the conditions speci- 
fied above the licence may be suspended or with- 
drawn by the I icensing Officer. 

Provided that nothing contained in conditions 
(g) and (h) shall apply to rickshaw licensed for 
hotel keepers or rickshaw makers; 

Provided further that a rickshaw' kept within the adjoining 
Municipal limits and licensed by the Municipal Board may 
bring passengers from the Municipal area into Cantonment 
limits. 

7. Printing of licence number on licensed rickshaw . — 
Licences issued under bye-lnw 5 shall be numbered 
serially and the number of the licence shall be printed 
in conspicuous place in English and Hindi on every 
licensed rickshaw. 

8. Number of person s and luggage allowed to be carried 
in rickshaw .- — The number of the persons tp be carried 
shall not exceed two with 25 Kilograms of luggage. 
Explanation . — An adult and a child less than ten 
years of age, or two children each less than twelve 
years, shall be reckoned as one person for the pur- 
poses of this bye-lnw. 

9. Hestrlction on drawing rickshaw without licence . — 
No person shall draw or propel a licensed rickshaw 
for hire except under a licence to be granted in this 
behalf by the Licensing Officer. 

10. Grant of licence to draw or propel a licensed rick- 
shaw,— A licence to draw or propel a licensed rick- 
shaw for hire shall be issued by the Licensing Officer, 
in Form B annexed hereto and on payment of a fee 
of Rupee one per annum. 

Provided that if the period during which the licence is to 
remain in force is not more than six months, the Tee shall 
he charged at half of the above rate; 

Provided further that the Licensing Officer may refuse to 
grant a licence if any person applying for licence is unfit to 
draw or propel a rickshaw or is under 18 years of age. 


(a) that the licensee shall always when di awing or 
propelling a licensed rickshaw carry with him 
his licence and shall, on demand produce it for 
inspection by any person hiring such rickshaw or 
by any Police Officer 01 by the 1 icensing Officer 
or Licensing Tnspectoi ; 

(b) that the licensee shall always, when drawing or 
pi opelling a licensed rickshaw, wear on his arm 
the metal badge which shall be supplied to him 
at cost price, but not less than fifteen paise, ns 
may be fixed by the Cantonment Board, when the 
licence is issued to him; 

(c) that the licensee shall always, when di awing or 
propelling a licensed rickshaw wear such unifoim 
as may be specified by the Cantonment Boaid and 
shall keep it in a clean and tidy condition; 

(d) that the licensee shall keep the licensed rickshaw 
of which he may be inchargc, in a clean and tidy 
condition; 

(c) th at the licensee shall not carry or permit to be 
carried in the licensed rickshaw,, more pcisons 
than the number specified in byc-law 8; 

(f) that the licensee shall not diaw or piopel a 
licensed rickshaw while drunk or while suffering 
from any infectious or contagious disease and 
shall not while incharge of a licensed rickshaw 
make use of insulting, abusive or obscene language 
or gesture; 

(g) that the licensee shall not, when waiting for 
passengers, keep the rickshaw anv where in a 
public street except at a stand allotted for this 
purpose by the Cantonment Board; 

(h) that the licensee shall not without reasonable 
cause (the burden of proving which shall lie 
upon him) refuse to give on hire or diaw or 
propel a licensed rickshow of which he is in- 
charge, if any person demands it. 

12. Penalty . — Anv person committing a bieach of any 
of these bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which 
may extend to fifty rupees and in case of a con- 
tinuing contravention, with an additional fine which 
mav extend to five rupees for every day during which 
such contravention continuous after conviction for 
the first such contravention.
